In 90 Days

T h e new pay “floor” for w orkers 
in in terstate com m erce becomes e f ­ 
fe c t iv e in 90 days C ongress m e m ­ 
bers have estim ated the 35-cent- 
a n -h o u r increase in the m inim um 
ra te will hike the pax of up to 
1.500.000 w orkers now getting less 
th an 75 cents an hour. 
T h ey figure the 
increase 
will 
raise the w age bill of em ployers 
around $300,000,000 a year. 
W illiam R. McComb, xx age-hour 
ad m in istrato r, estim ates th a t d i­ 
rect w age increases caused by the 
law for w orkers now getting less 
th a n 75 cents xx iii average between 
five and fifteen cents an hour. His 
office expects the larger increases 
to go to southern workers’, so th at 
ab o u t half the $300,000,000 total 
increase will be in the south and 
southw est. 
Coverage Narrowed 
M r. T ru m a n had asked Congress 
n o t only to raise m inim um pay to 
75 cents an hour, b u t to broaden 
coverage of th e p resent law. 
Congress m et the p re sid e n t’s re ­ 
q u est for a 75-cent m inim um , b u t 
it narro w e d the laxv's coverage in ­ 
stead of broadening it. 
A t 
p resen t 
about 
22,600,000 
w o rk ers are protected bv the s ta ­ 
tute. T he House voted to exclude 
ab o u t 1,005,000 of those, an d the 
S enate only ab o u t 200,000. 
T he com prom ise w o rk e d out puts 
the total n u m b e r excluded so m e­ 
w h e re betw een the 
H ouse 
and 
S en ate figures. Sponsors of th e bill 
h a v e said it probably 
will 
take 
years, including co u rt action, to 
find ju st how many w orkers have 
been rem oved from protection. 
T he n arro w in g of coverage re­ 
sults m ainly from a new definition 
of the work “ p ro d u ce” in the laxv. 
A t present Hie act applies to w o rk ­ 
ers, am ong others, w ho a re “nec­ 
essary to ” the production of goods 
m oving in in terstate com m erce 
The House changed that phrase 
to “indispensable to,” an d it fig­ 
ured th a t w ould tak e a ro u n d 
005.000 w orkers out from u nder the 
w ag e-h o u r provisions.

Peacetime Draft 
Not Needed; A rmy 
Releases30,000

W ashington, Ort . 26 \7P)— S en a­ 
tor E dw in C. Johnson 
(D-Colo) 
said today th a t plans of the A rm y 
to release its draftees shows the 
1948 peacetim e d raft act never was 
needed in the first place 
He referre d to the disclosure by 
S ecretary of the A rm y G ray that 
beginning Dec. I, the A rm y will 
offer discharges to 24,000 draftee 
and 6,000 21-m onth enlistees as 
soon as they 
have 
finished 
12 
m onths of service. 
“T h at certainly is positive proof 
th a t the p resen t d raft law never 
should h av e been enacted,” J o h n ­ 
son told a reporter. “ It never was 
necessary and I w as quite co n ­ 
vinced of it at the tim e but could 
not prove it.” 
W h a t’s m ore, the blunt spoken 
w estern er suggested th a t top m ili­ 
tary and civilian leaders abandon 
all plans for extending the peace­ 
tim e selective service act w hen it 
expires n e x t J u n e 24. 
"I have been and still am op­ 


posed to a peacetim e d raft,” J o h n ­ 
son said. “T h ere is no forseeable 
need for it in the fu tu re.” 
S ecre tary G ray, in an nouncing 
the discharge plan, said 
it 
w as 
proof th a t the A rm y 
w ould 
not 
abuse the possession of a p eace­ 
tim e d ra ft law on the books, 
He 
urged th a t the laxv be continued, 
for use if needed. 
H ow ever, Johnson predicted th a t 
the n e x t session of Congress w ould 
tu rn dow n any extension of the 
law. A n o th er congressional v e te r ­ 
an, S en ato r Elbert 
T hom as 
(D - 
U tah), said he will support an e x ­ 
tension if the adm inistration asks 
for it. 
“ I think Congress p refers selec­ 
tive service to proposals for u n i­ 
versal m ilitary training.” T hom as 
said in a sep arate interview . 
A fo rm e r chairm an of th e S en ­ 
ate M ilitary 
Affairs 
com m ittee, 
T h o m as helped e ive through the 
1940 d ra ft act which proceeded the 
J a p a n e s e attack on P earl H arbor. 
T h a t act was used as a basis for 
o b tain in g m an p o w er for the arm e d 
services d u rin g the w ar an d until 
Get. 15, 1946 w hen inductions h a lt­ 
ed. 
T h e 
w artim e 
act 
ex p ire d 
M arch 31, 1947. T he vast selective 
service system was on a g o in g -o u t- 
of-business basis until th e p resen t 
act w as pushed through a re lu c t­ 
a n t Congress in Ju n e, 1948. 
It req u ired m en from 18 th ro u g h 
25 years old to register, w ith those 
from 19 through 25 .subject to in­ 
d uction for 21 
month: 
service. 
Y ouths of 18 could v o lu n teer for 
one y ea r of service and avoid in ­ 
duction or for 29 m onths and r e ­ 
duce later ri serve training. 
Acting on requests from m ilitary 
leaders, Congress had previously 
ju n k e d one y ear enlistm ents. 
T h e 1948 aet w as urged on C on­ 
gress as necessary to help build 
up th e A rm y. The A ir Force and 
N avy reported enough v o lu n te er 
en listm en ts w ithout a d ra ft act.
